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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . Examiner notes that foreign patent document WO 02085054 was submitted but 
not listed in PTO 1449. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

With regard to claims 14 and 15, both claims refer to a computer-program 
product. However, Specification does not disclose any computer-program product. 
Specification discloses a memory storage device and computer readable instructions in 
para. [0008], and an algorithm, software module and storage medium in para. [0032]. 
Specification does not disclose a computer-program product using a memory storage 
device, computer readable instructions, an algorithm, software module or storage 
medium. As a matter of fact, nowhere in the Specification defines a "computer-program 
product". 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

With regard to claims 14 and 15, it is unclear whether the claims are a computer- 
program product claims or a computer readable medium having executable instructions 
thereon. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

6. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

7. Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is not supported by either a credible asserted utility or a well established utility. 

With regard to claims 14 and 15, both claims refer to a computer-program 
product. However, Specification does not disclose any computer-program product. 
Specification discloses a memory storage device and computer readable instructions in 
para. [0008], and an algorithm, software module and storage medium in para. [0032]. 
Specification does not disclose a computer-program product using a memory storage 
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device, computer readable instructions, an algorithm, software module or storage 
medium. Nowhere in the Specification defines a "computer-program product". 

Furthermore, if claims 14 and 15 are claims of a computer readable medium 
having executable instruction thereon, these claims are also rejectable under 35 U.S.C. 
101 because "a computer readable medium having executable instruction thereon" is a 
non-statutory subject matter. A computer readable medium having executable 
instruction thereon is not positive whereas a computer readable medium having an 
encoded computer executable instructions or a computer readable medium encoded 
with a computer executable instructions, supports a statutory/hardware system. 

Claims 14 and 15 also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 
Specifically, since the claimed invention is not supported by either a credible asserted 
utility or a well established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art 
clearly would not know how to use the claimed invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-1 1 are the apparatus claims to the method claims 1-11 in U.S. Pat No. 
6,657,980. A terminal disclaimer has been filed to overcome the non-statutory 
obviousness type double patenting rejection in the previous office action.
